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WARDOWN Park Museum has been 
given a £1.8m grant which will go 
towards its redevelopment. 

The grant, from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, brings the museum 
£200,000 away from its £3.5m pro¬ 
ject target. 

Wardown was originally designed 
in 1872 as a private residence for 
Frank Scargill, a local solicitor, and 
the house was bought by two local 
councillors in 1903, who opened up 
the grounds as a public park. 

The house was used as a military 
hospital during WW1 before 
becoming a museum in 1931. The 
renovation will see new areas of 
the building opened up and new 
attractions created. 

A new cafe will be opened and the 


Morning Room will become a new 
art gallery as well as a venue for 
weddings and exhibitions. 

Karen Perkins from Luton Culture, 
said: “It is fantastic to receive the 
grant and have the backing of 
Heritage Lottery Fund for the pro¬ 
posed redevelopment plans for 
Wardown Park Museum.” 

Luton South MP Gavin Shuker 
said: “This is a building that is very 
close to my heart as my great¬ 
grandmother was in service to the 
family that once lived in the man¬ 
sion and my grandmother was born 
in the house. 

“I hope this project will result in a 
museum that will create a fascinat¬ 
ing attraction for people of all ages 
and cultures across the town.” 


Hats off! Grant brings museum 
£200k away from conservation 
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House prices hit new high

Luton sees 14.9 per cent growth in house prices - the steepest outside London 


PROPERTY prices in the town expe¬ 
rienced the highest rate of growth 
outside the capital last year, new 
research has shown. 

Since August 2014 average house 
prices have leapt from £182,108 to 
£209,272, according to data released 
this week by LSL Property Services. 

Analysts have attributed the rise to 
the town’s attraction to London 
commuters who are fleeing exces¬ 
sive rents and expensive properties. 


The news comes as the town con¬ 
tinues to battle a housing shortage 
which has seen Luton Borough 
Council fork out millions on tempo¬ 
rary accommodation. 

Richard Sexton, director of e.surv 
chartered surveyors, said the price 
rise was ‘good news for home owners 
but not those waiting to get on the 
housing ladder’. 

He said: “There are two particular 
factors which are relevant. One is 


what is going on in central London. 

“Prime prices have started to pla¬ 
teau but they are still expensive so 
people are looking to move out and I 
think Luton is benefiting from that. 

“It has got good communications 
links with London so it is viable. 

“The other is that it used to be the 
case that nine out of ten reposses¬ 
sions were in the north and the other 
one was Luton, so if you have a lot of 
that it drags prices down. But that 


has decreased and coupled with the 
London effect, it raises prices.” 

Couple Matt West and Amanda 
Kelly and their seven-year-old son 
had to leave their home in Sundon 
Park after their landlord asked to 
have the property back. 

Mr West said they have been una¬ 
ble to find another house and are 
currently staying at B&B in 
Dunstable which is also housing 
residents from Milton Keynes. 


He said: “We got evicted on 
September 15 and now we are on the 
bidding system but we are 125 out of 
130. And that’s for a brand new house 
in Houghton Regis that’s not been 
built yet.” 

Both the town’s MPs, Gavin Shuker 
and Kelvin Hopkins, said they were 
concerned the government’s starter 
homes announcement would ‘exac¬ 
erbate’ the situation and reduce the 
number of available properties.

Community policing will 
be victim of budget freeze

A DECISION by the government 
not to increase the police budget 
could leave Luton more suscepti¬ 
ble to terror attacks. 

This is according to Police and 
Crime Commisioner Oily Martins, 
who said this in the light of the 
Home Office announcing that 
Bedfordshire Police would still 
receive 0.9 per cent of the police 
grant on Friday morning. 

Mr Martins said: “It’s going to 


have a direct impact on commu¬ 
nity policing, which in turn will 
make it more difficult to find out 
information about possible terror 
threats. 

“Community policing is already 
at a low and this is just going to 
make it even harder.” 

He also admitted that he had 
misjudged the severity of the cuts 
to funding which will be coming 
in. 

Mr Martins said: “What prompt¬ 
ed May’s referendum was the 
prospect of a 20 per cent reduc¬ 


tion, which now looks more likely 
to between 25 and 40 per cent. 

“Even if the referendum had 
been successful we would still 
have been in trouble.” 

The most noticable impacts on 
the force will be the reduction of 
community police officers and a 
stop to recruitment of new offic¬ 
ers in the next two years, which 
will about a reduction in the total 
number of officers. 

Bedfordshire currently has 163 
police officers per 100,000 popula¬ 
tion, far below the national aver¬ 


age of 226. 

Mike Penning, Minister for 
Policing, Crime, Criminal Justice 
and Victims said: “If we want 
policing in this country to be the 
best it can be, then we must 
reform further, and that includes 
putting police funding on a long¬ 
term, sustainable footing. 

“We are refining our proposed 
model in light of responses to the 
public consultation and are 
engaging further with Police and 
Crime Commissioners and forces 
as part of this process.” 
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Council’s £772k credit 
card spend revealed

MORE than £770,000 has been spent 
on credit cards used by council 
employees over the past three years, 
it has emerged. 

A Freedom of Information request 
sent by Luton on Sunday to Central 
Bedfordshire Council revealed 
£772,668 was spent on various items 
during between 2012-2015. That’s an 
average of £705 per day. 

Transactions include £57,243 spent 
at retail giant Amazon, £8,551 at 
Mothercare, £6,789.17 on trainline, 
com and £2,085 on airline tickets 

Other expenses include: £1,104 at 
Thorpe Park, £124.95 at Long Tall 
Sally, a London clothes shop for tall 
women, £115.83 on the Apple iTunes 
store and £490 at a beauty firm called 
Minikini Limited, which lists pubic 
hair colouring among its services. 

The number of cards issued by the 
council has also grown over the years. 

In 2012/13 it gave out 96 cards but in 
2014/15 that number stood at 123. 

Spending in each year also followed 
a similar pattern, going up from 
£187,560 in 2012/13 to £340,289 in 
2014/15. 

Figures for this financial year will 
not be available until the accounts 



are finalised next year. 

The revelation comes as Central 
Bedfordshire Council announced 
this week it would be withdrawing its 
local plan and creating a new one, 
after it was criticised by a planning 
inspector for not co-operating with 
neighbouring councils. 

The authority has so far spent 
£86,166 on legal costs on a housing 
dispute with Luton Borough Council. 

Tim Smart, a Bedfordshire busi¬ 
nessman who has criticised the 
council in the past for its spending on 
projects, such as the £1.8 million ren¬ 
ovation of Court Drive in Dunstable, 


called for the 
authority to ‘be 
transparent’ 
about its expenditure. 

He said: “Someone needs to come 
out and tell the truth as to why the 
money was spent. Why would you 
spend all that money with Amazon?” 

Dia Chakravarty, from the 
TaxPayers’ Alliance, said: “When 
families up and down the country are 
feeling the pinch, councillors have a 
responsibility to keep costs down. 
Councils regularly plead poverty and 
cite lack of funds as a reason for cut¬ 
ting services.” 

Luton on Sunday asked Central 
Bedfordshire for a response but the 
authority failed to provide one in 
time for our deadline. 


Man hit by train left suicid e note 


A SUICIDE note written by 
a man before he was hit by a 
train was not passed on to 
doctors who assessed him 
before the event, an inquest 
was told. 

Innocent Rusenza, 20, of 
London Road, Dunstable, 
died on February 7 this year 
after being hit by a train 
near Leighton Buzzard sta¬ 
tion. 

Ampthill Coroner’s Court 


heard that he had been 
reported as missing to 
Bedfordshore Police by his 
grandmother on February 6 
after she found a suicide 
note. 

Officers later found and 
detained him under the 
Mental Health Act. He was 
taken to hospital and 
released after five-hour 
assessment. 

The assessor, Dr Ranbir 


Singh, said Mr Rusenza, pic¬ 
tured, had mentioned hav¬ 
ing ‘suicidal thoughts’ in the 
past but said he did not 
intend to act upon them. 

In returning a verdict of 
suicide, senior coroner Tom 
Osborne said: “It is unfortu¬ 
nate perhaps that the origi¬ 
nal note was not passed on 
to Dr Singh. 

“Would it have made any 
difference? I do not know.”

Big step forward in 
battle to save pub

A PUB has been branded an 
asset of community value 
following a long battle to 
prevent it being turned into 
housing. 

The Bedford Arms in 
Toddington was granted the 
distinction last week, mean¬ 
ing the community has the 
opportunity to come togeth¬ 
er to purchase the pub as a 
group when it comes up for 
sale. But the owner can still 
refuse to sell it to the com¬ 
munity group. 

Alan Higgs, one of the cam¬ 
paigners who has been push¬ 


ing for the building to remain 
a pub said: “It’s brilliant news 
that the Bedford Arms will 
stay as a pub. 

“If the owners play ball it 
will be put on the market and 
I’m sure it will open as a 
going concern again. 

“I’m sure local businesses 
will be interested along with 
the community in taking it 
over.” 

Campaigners remain confi¬ 
dent that it will again be used 
as a pub in the future, due to 
the number of rejected plan¬ 
ning applications. 

Marcel Coiffait, director of 
community services at 


Central Bedfordshire 
Council, said: “Planning per¬ 
mission to turn the Bedford 
Arms into a residential prop¬ 
erty was refused several 
times on the grounds that it 
is a valued community asset 
and should be retained as a 
pub. On this basis, I was 
happy to add it to the coun¬ 
cil’s list of assets of commu¬ 
nity value.” 

LoS attempted to contact 
Pat Tattan of Kensworth 
Builders, who owns the pub, 
for a comment on what the 
future holds for the Bedford 
Arms, but he did not respond 
by our deadline.

Walking in harmony 

The Luton Council of Faiths is a 
voluntary organisation which 
started in 1994 with the aim of 
promoting understanding 
among the town’s different 
religions. In this week’s blog 
one of their officers, Ryad 
Khodabocus, talks about their 
popular peace walk event... 


WHEN will religions unite? 
Why do we argue? 

Why are we different? 

These were some of the 
questions asked by young 
people ahead of this year’s 
Annual Peace Walk, which 
took place at the end of last 
month. 

The 19th annual walk took 
place in Lewsey, with people 
across faiths and cultures 
taking part. 

The planning started way 
back in March, bringing 
together key faith leaders in 
Lewsey from the Shree 
Sanatan Seva Samaj Hindu 
Temple, Zakariah Mosque, 
Lewsey Christian Centre, St 
Martin De Pores Roman 
Catholic Church and St 
Hugh’s Church of England. 

A steering group meeting 
was set up to plan and 
design the walk which fol¬ 
lowed a similar model for 
Farley Hill last year by work¬ 
ing alongside with local 
schools. 

Luton Council of Faiths 
held two of its committees 
meetings in the area to 
increase cross community 
engagement in the neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

Primary schools in the 
area, namely St Martin De 
Pores, Southfield and 
Chantry Academy, responded 
positively with the develop¬ 
ment of the Peace 
Ambassadors Programme. 

In total, 36 students took 
part in the Peace Artwork 
workshop ran by artist edu¬ 
cator Jennifer Millard from 
St Hugh’s Church and the 
character and value develop¬ 
ment workshop by watching 
the Kung Fu Panda movie. 

Pupils also went on-site to 


see their printed artwork on 
road signs fixed at St 
Dominic’s Square to embel¬ 
lish the area. 

They listened to an engi¬ 
neer from Luton Borough 
Council talk about how engi¬ 
neering can help in peace 
work and also inspire them 
in the field of engineering. 

The faiths leaders took part 
in three school assemblies 
like a BBC style show with 
the question, ‘what will 
make our town more 
respectful?’ 

This was a first, having all 
faith leaders as a panel talk 
about their religion and 
answering challenging ques¬ 
tions from young people like, 
when will religions unite? 

The Peace Walk celebrated 
a culmination of collaborative 
work from schools, local 
communities, faith leaders 
and the local authorities for 
peace and harmony. 

Participants were warmly 
welcomed in various places 
of worship. 

One of the highlights of the 
day was young people wear¬ 
ing their colourful artwork, 
peace roses being given to 
attendees by the local 
mosque and balloons at St 
Hugh’s Church. 

The Luton Fairtrade 
Steering group supported the 
launch of ‘Peace Honey’, 
including a combined effort 
of artwork by schools who 
created labels on the local 
honey jars. 

The day ended at the Hindu 
Temple with ‘have a go’ 
events in archery and 
Gujarati vegetarian food.

A HEALTH visitor has told a 
jury of his dealings with the 
mother of Baby Imran, the 
seven month old baby who it 
is alleged died as a result of 
neglect at his home. 

Denford Chifamba was giv¬ 
ing evidence at the end of the 
first week of the trial on 
Friday, in which the baby’s 
mother and grandmother 
deny cruelty charges and 
causing or allowing the death 
of a child. 

The prosecution allege Baby 
Imran’s mother, Jessica Price 
(pictured far right) and her 
mother Angela Price (left) did 
nothing when he failed to 
make progress and his weight 
dramatically dropped in the 
last few days of his life. 

It is claimed by the prosecu¬ 
tion that despite it being 
obvious that Imran was ‘fail¬ 
ing to thrive’, the women 
failed to seek medical help or 
alert health professionals. 

The jury at Luton Crown 
Court have been told that the 
baby died on January 17, 2014, 
at his home in Morris Close, 
Luton, because he didn’t get 
enough food and fluid. 



The prosecution say that 
when he died, Baby Imran 
had lost 17 percent of his body 
weight in just a few days. 

It’s alleged Jessica Price was 
frequently told that she 
should take her baby son to 
their local clinic where the 
child could be weighed and 
it’s growth monitored. 

But, the court heard, it was 
advice she ignored. 

Jessica Price, 23, and Angela 
Price, 62, both of Morris 
Close, Luton, plead not guilty 
to cruelty to a person under 



16 by failing to provide the 
baby with adequate food and 
drink. 

The duo also plead not 
guilty to a second charge of 
cruelty to a child by failing to 
obtain medical aid for the 
infant when he failed to 
thrive. Both deny causing or 
allowing the death of Baby 
Imran. Angela Price alone 
denies a charge of causing or 
allowing a child to suffer 
severe physical harm. 

The case proceeds. Updates

A FAMILY which lost items 
worth thousands of pounds 
during a burglary last week 
has been left devstated. 

Azhar Latif, 36, a project 
manager from Medina Road, 
said his parents have been 
badly affected by the break- 
in which happened on 
October 2 between 12-4pm. 

Burglars took Asian jewel¬ 
lery, money and two gold 
watches, including one given 
to his 66-year-old father as a 
retirement gift.

“My father lost a watch 
given to him upon retirement 
at Vauxhall where he worked 
for 25 years. It has been a 
rocky road trying to keep 
them calm. It used to be a 
safe area but in the last few 
years we have heard stories of 
a few break-ins.” 

Bedfordshire Police have 
released a CCTV image of two 
men seen in the area they 
would like to speak to. The 
force is also looking into the 
theft of charity boxes at a 
nearby store on October 4. 


Court dismisses hitman’s life jail term appeal 


A WOULD-BE hitman who tried to carry out a gang¬ 
land-style execution has been told by top judges he 
is dangerous and deserved to be jailed for life. 

Khadeem Newell, 24, of Jasmine Road, Luton, 
shot at a BMW in Fountains Road in May 2013, nar¬ 
rowly missing his intended victim. 

Last year he was given a life term at Luton Crown 
Court after being found guilty of attempted murder, 
conspiracy to murder and possessing a firearm with 
intent to endanger life. 


He challenged his jail term at London’s Criminal 
Appeal Court, insisting he should not have been 
handed the ultimate punishment. 

But his complaints were thrown out by three of the 
country’s most senior judges, who said the sen¬ 
tence was ‘justified’ in light of the danger he posed 
to society. 

The judges also dismissed an appeal by the ‘fixer’ 
who hired Newell, Rene Anton Lawrence, against 
his conviction for conspiracy to murder.

A NEW urology department will see a hospi¬

£900,000 investment.

Hatters home 
name has links 
far and wide 


THIS week Howard Chandler writes about the 
story behind Luton Town FC’s stadium 


Kenilworth Road opened in 1905 and I 
assume it was named after the road, devel¬ 
oped at the same time. 

A lot of the other roads in the area take 
their names from trees: Ash, Oak, Beech and 
Maple, but I have no evidence that these 
trees grew before the housing development. 

Kenilworth Castle in Warwickshire is a more 
likely source. Nearby Warwick and Avondale 
Roads also share their names with castles. 

What about Union-Castle liners? S.S. 
Avondale Castle was built in 1897 and 
Kenilworth Castle in 1904. Another option is 
names in South Africa linked to the Wernher 
family of Luton Hoo. 

De Beers built Kenilworth village in the late 
1880s and a very large diamond was found by 
Julius Wernher in the 1870s at Waldeck’s 
Plant. Waldeck, Warwick and Avondale are 
also place names in South Africa.

WHEN things go wrong in 
life, the first port of call for 
many of us is our immediate 
family. But what happens if 
they are not there? Who do 
we turn to if we have no-else 
who can help? 

In 1986 the Mary Seacole 
Housing Association was 
formed with the aim of pro¬ 
viding an answer to that 
question. Former Labour 
councillor Desline Stewart 
wanted to support young 
Caribbean teenagers who 
turned to her after they fell 
out with their families. 

Since then Mary Seacole 
has expanded its remit and 
is now helping hundreds of 
youngsters find their feet 
and turn their lives around. 

However, as the associa¬ 
tion looks forward to its 30th 
year of existence, it faces a 
cut in funding and a lack of 
affordable properties to 
house its clients. 

Chief executive Audrey 
Lewis, who has been with 
Mary Seacole for 20 years, 
said: “When I first came into 
this job it was very, very dif¬ 
ficult. The funding was very 
limited and we only operat¬ 
ed on housing benefit. 

“When we had to find 
things like furniture for the 
houses we had to scour sec-

L ondon’s most 

infamous gangsters 
Ronnie and Reggie 
Kray terrorised large 
swathes of the capital 
in the 1950s and 1960s. With 
their gang - The Firm - the 
twin brothers were involved in 
armed robberies, arson, 
protection rackets, assaults and 
murder. 

The Kray twins revelled in 
their hard-men reputations - 
posing for photographers with 
celebrities - and would 
probably have loved the flashy 
biopic Legend, about their lives. 

While its star Tom Hardy 
doubled up as both twins in the 
film, much of London doubled 


up as the period backdrop to 
their notorious lives, from 
Islington and Southwark to 
Lewisham and Kingston. 

The Krays’ childhood home, 
East London’s Vallance Road, 
was actually shot in Lambeth 
where an elaborate film set was 
built for the movie, including a 
World War Two bomb site. This 
two-bedroom house in 
Whittlesey Street was the 
backdrop to a number of scenes 
and is now on the market for

Ford Focus ST 

Take a look inside... 


The Focus ST was already one of 
our favourites. Making it better 
to drive, improving the looks 
and the perceived quality, adding 
a diesel engine and fettling the 
efficiency a bit has done it no 
harm at all. If you were about to 
choose a Golf GTI/GTD, here’s 
one alternative that’s going to be 
worth serious consideration. 

So, about those engines. The 
250PS 2.0-litre Ecoboost remains 
the mainstay of the range, getting 
the ST to 62mph in 6.5 seconds. 
Peak power is available at 5,500 
rpm, 360 Nm of torque is avail¬ 
able from 2,000-4,500 rpm, and 
maximum speed is 154 mph. The 
diesel is an interesting addition. 
This takes the existing 2.0 TDCi 
seen in 150PS guise elsewhere 
in the Focus range and beefs 
power up to 185PS, achieved by 
electronic calibration, a revised 
air intake system and a sports 
exhaust. Peak power is devel¬ 
oped at 3,500 rpm and there is 
400 Nm of torque available from 
2,000-2,750 rpm. The car gets to 
62 in 8.1 seconds and runs on to 
a top speed of 135 mph. 

Both engines use a six-speed 
manual transmission with a per¬ 
formance-oriented, short-throw 
shift. The gear ratios - exclusive 
to ST and matched individually 
to each engine - are designed 


to deliver rapid acceleration in 
lower gears and comfortable 
cruising at speed. Other refine¬ 
ments include a Torque Steer 
Compensation (TSC) system to 
take the wriggle out of the steer¬ 
ing under hard acceleration. 

One area where the third 
generation Focus ST clearly 
regressed was stance. Ask any 
petrolhead and they’ll tell you 
that the way a car sits on its 
wheels is a pretty fundamental 
part of its visual appeal. Some 
cars look squat, muscular and 
purposeful. The third generation 
ST never really managed that. 
There was just too much air 
under its wheel arches and the 
front end looked high and gawky. 
Remedial work has very much 
been conducted with this latest 
model. The bodykit gives it a 
lower, wider stance, the bonnet 
is more aggressively sculpted, 
there are slimmer headlamps and 
beady rectangular fog lamps. 

This is much more than the 
usual grille, lights and bumpers 
refresh. The latest Ford Focus 
ST is better finished and, yes, it 
looks a whole lot meaner. The 
addition of a diesel engine is the 
big news, but don’t overlook the 
changes to the steering and sus¬ 
pension that go to improve what 
was already an excellent car.

Rather like England, my 
Rugby World Cup has drawn 
to a close. 

Fiji v Uruguay at stadium- 
mk was the fourth and final 
game that I had managed to 
get tickets for and, as was the 
case in the other three, it was 
a fantastic experience. 

The rain came down in stair 
rods most of Tuesday night, 
leading to the worry that we 
wouldn’t be able to see the 
Fijians throw the ball around 
with abandon in the way they 
do best. 

It turns out we needn’t of 
worried. 

The Pacific Islanders still 
attempted to play from any¬ 
where on the field as they 
won 47-15, which is why they 
remain as popular as they 
are. 

What also helped make the

The sell-out crowd of 30,048 
only added to the occasion. I 
have reported from that sta¬ 
dium many times with it a 
quarter-full at best. 

It was almost like being in a 
different ground seeing it 
packed to the rafters. 

I’d certainly never heard it 
noisier than when Canada 
scored two quick tries against 
France on my previous visit. 

It was also great to see so 
many supporters of local 
clubs at the games. 

Obviously, there were plen¬ 
ty of Bedford Blues fans there, 
but I also spotted Ampthill 
and Bedford Athletic jackets 
too. 

Being able to attend World 
Cup has also allowed me to 
reacquaint myself with the 
Olympic Park in London, 
which was one of the most 
amazing places I ever visited 
when I went there during the 
2012 Paralympics. 

While it didn’t quite have 
the same vibe as it did then - 
that would be impossible - it 
still felt like I was inside an 
iconic venue. Not bad for 


somewhere that only opened 
three years ago. 

I can also recommend going 
to a match involving 
Argentina at some point, as 
Los Pumas’ fans were bril¬ 
liantly noisy during their 
match with Tonga in 
Leicester. 

The game also brought the 
great sight of seeing someone 
who used to play for Bedford 
going over to score in ‘tiny’ 
Soane Tonga’uiha. The Blues 
found him first, 
Northampton! 

Even though England have 
bowed out of it ingloriously, 
there’s no way we should turn 
our backs on what has been a 
magnificent World Cup so 
far. 

There’s bound to be some 
great games ahead as the 
tournament reaches its busi¬ 
ness end. Can New Zealand 
prove they can win the com¬ 
petition when they’re not 
hosting it? 

Will Australia show us after 
their Twickenham master 
class that there’s more where 
that came from? Or could 
Ireland or Wales go all the 
way and strike a blow for the 
Northern Hemisphere? You 
see, plenty of reasons to stay 
tuned.

THE Blues crashed out of the FA Cup yesterday 
following a 2-0 defeat at the hands of Maidstone 
yesterday. 

A crowd of 1,583 packed into the Gallagher 
Stadium for Non League Day and the home fans 
were not left disappointed.

Cameron McGeehan was left to rue “sloppy” 
defending in a 1-1 draw with York City as 
Luton’s four-game winning run came to an 
end. 

Town have not beaten the Minstermen in 
nine attempts, stretching back four years, 
and the result was made all the more frus¬ 
trating as they had one shot on target and 
scored in the first half when Town failed to 
deal with a free-kick in their box. 

McGeehan levelled from the spot in the sec¬ 
ond half to join Jack Marriott as joint top 
scorer this season, but it could and should 
have been so much more than a point as City 
keeper Scott Flinders kept out a Luke 
Wilkinson header. 

“It was very sloppy,” the midfielder said of 
York’s opener, adding: “That defending 
wasn’t good enough. It was a basic free-kick 
and all we’ve got to do is clear it and we 
haven’t. That’s been a theme of the season 
and that’s not good enough. That’s not going 
to get us where we need to be. We need to cut 
them out as of now, but we’ve said that 
before, so hopefully it won’t happen again. 

“It’s not great to be chasing a game that 
you’re in total control of. Hopefully we can 
learn from that and cut that out. 

“The manager [John Still] kept saying that 


Germany played in the week and got beaten 
by a long ball and switching off [against the 
Republic of Ireland] and they’re the best 
team in the world, so it happens. We’ve just 
got to make sure it doesn’t happen to us too 
many times after that.” 

Despite dropping their first points since 
September 12 still only leaves Luton three off 
the play-offs and five off the summit. 

McGeehan said: “It wasn’t the end of the 
world. We’re unbeaten [in five league games], 
we’ve just got to keep building on that. The 
team is getting better. It was a bit of a step 
back but, with time, we’re really going to 
push on. 

“There’s no rush to be at the top. The only 
time you need to be at the top is at the end of 
the season.” 

Town’s penalty came from the direct run¬ 
ning of Dan Potts - making his first Football 
League start for Luton in place of the rested 
Scott Griffiths - and it was a decision that 
enraged York boss Russ Wilcox. 

“I think it was a penalty,” said McGeehan, 
who stepped up to take responsibility with 
regular taker Craig Mackail-Smith taken off 
at half time. 

“We knew that I was going to be taking 
them,” he said, adding: “I had a few practices 
[on Friday] and luckily it came off. 

“I’ve hit quite a few down the middle in my 
time. It’s a safe bet as the keeper usually dives 
but I’ll have to mix it up as keepers will catch 
on to it.”

There’s nothing like a bogey team to dampen 
down the optimism. For four years and now 
nine games, York City have been a thorn in 
Luton’s side, an immovable object resolutely 
refusing to rollover. 

So, the Minstermen marched down south to 
put a stop to the Hatters’ quadruple run of 
League Two victories. Town even did their best 
to help them out, conceding a sloppy Keith 
Lowe opener just before the break in half in 
which they had dominated without dazzling. 

Home reprieve came just after the hour mark 
with Cameron McGeehan scoring from the 
spot - the softest of penalties, won by Dan 
Potts - but there was no real Luton resurgence 
from there, just a largely laissez-faire limp to 
the final whistle amid a mild chorus of groans 
that had crept in midway through the first 
half. 

Modern football is awash with stats that 
deify possession but, even with the unusually 
high League Two percentage that Luton 
clocked up in the first 45 minutes, there was, 
as ever, only one piece of numerical informa¬ 


tion that counted. A defensive-minded City 
side, set up to frustrate and time-waste, had 
one shot on target and scored. 

Luton, prolific on their travels, drew a blank 
in open play on terra firma - not for the want of 
trying - but visiting goalkeeper Scott Flinders 
was having none of it. 

The stopper kept out Luke Guttridge in the 
first half and rather spectacularly denied Luke 
Wilkinson in the second period once parity 
had been restored. 

When he wasn’t called upon, the Hatters 
couldn’t take advantage of the few openings 
that crafted. Craig Mackail-Smith squandered 
a golden chance which looked tailor made for 
him to turn on the afterburners once Oily Lee 
intercepted a pass a threaded him through on 
goal. It was the sort of opportunity that, as a 
younger man, he would have gobbled up, but 


so far in an orange shirt he’s yet to match his 
perpetual work-rate with those sorts of goals. 
Here, the almost alien opportunity saw him 
slash horribly wide before he made way at half 
time for six-shooter Jack Marriott. 

It was a move made, in part, to inspire a res¬ 
cue act and add some sting to the patient pos¬ 
session play that, rather than earning the 
plaudits it might normally deserve, had served 
only to aggravate the home faithful. It’s a 
funny old game, football, and cruel too on 
occasion, like in the 38th minute when, having 
previously only offered two wild long range 
stabs at goal, City took the lead. 

Russell Penn’s deep free-kick was headed 
down by John McCombe and flicked into the 
roof of the net by Lowe. It was a lesson in sim¬ 
plicity, set in stark contrast to the intricacies of 
Town’s toils. 


Left back Potts - at times pinpointed for 
Luton’s ponderousness when at most other 
times he’d offered a refreshing ability to pass 
with regularity to his own team-mates, in the 
absence of rested Scott Griffiths - adopted a 
more direct approach after the interval. 
Having already won a free-kick, the former 
West Ham starlet, scorched into the penalty 
area and tumbled, winning the approval of 
referee Darren Handley and the ire of York 
boss Russ Wilcox. McGeehan did the rest, 
smashing straight down the middle for his 
sixth of the season. 

As Town turned up the heat, Flinders spec¬ 
tacularly kept out Wilkinson’s header, while he 
and Scott Cuthbert both headed wide. 

But then, with ten minutes to go, the hosts 
seemed content to settle for a point by replac¬ 
ing Guttridge with the defensively minded 
Nathan Doyle. Disappointingly, that is exactly 
what they got.
